The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
application contains some basic known elements such as the application of Black 
Scholes to a derivative pricing. To apply this to a basket of underlyings instead of a 
simple option, it would have been obvious to simply take an average of the values of the 
underlyings. US Patent 6061662 by Makivic discloses moments used in calculating 
option valuation, but it discloses a Monte Carlo method which is quite a different 
calculation. The instant claims are limited to a specific approach where a first moment is 
calculated according to a particular formula, and then used with a second moment as 
inputs to Black Scholes.
